A reckless driver, who mny kill 
a person while the driver is be­ 
hind the wheel of a car can be 
punished for murder, according to 
a decision of the Alabama equrt 
of appeals. 
A Daily subscriber 
clipped a news article from the 
Montgomery Advertiser and hand­ 
ed it to the Daily with the request 
it be published “in the hopo it may 
save a life up here.” The article 
follows;

In opinion of the court of ap­ 
peals, by Judge W. H. Saraford, it 
was held that the in trial of a case 
involving the charge of striking 
and killing a person with an au­ 
tomobile, if It was determined by 
the jury, in any event, that the 
driver of the car was violating the 
law, even though the collision be­ 
tween the car and the person is 
accidental, the driver of the car Is 
guilty of manslaughter in th¡e éec- 
ond degree.

It was further held that if the 
I evidence was to the effect that the 
[car was being driven recklessly 
and wantonly, and in such manner 
as to endanger the lives of hu­ 
man beings, then it will be a ques­ 
tion for the jury to decide whether 
the driver of the car is guilty of 
manslaughter in the first degree, 
or qiyrder.
